Damage was estim ated at “pos­ 
sibly in excess of $20,000” by fire­ 
men this m orning when a barn at 
the farm of William J Mosser, New 
Oxford R. 2, between Hunterstown 
and New Chester, was destroyed by 
fire.

M eantime Paul Wine, who lives 
nearby, had been awakened by the 
glow of the fire and ran to the home 
of Jam es Ford, nearby. Ford, after 
being awakened, adm itted Wine who 
called firemen while Ford dressed. 
Wine and Ford ran to the Mosser 
farm, to find the family awakened 
by th a t time. 
Save Small Buildings 
New’ Oxford, Biglerville and G et­ 
tysburg firemen responded to the 
alarm and were able .o save a num - j 
ber of sm aller farm buildings near ; 
the barn. 
Eighteen head of beef cattle were 
all believed to have made their way : 
out of the blazing structure before 
the bam was destroyed A horse also 
made its way from the structure 
and the hogs were released from the 
pig pen before fire reached them.

grave concern, from evidence ob­ 
tained in spy cases, that Axis 
agents had established a string of 
espionage bases from Mexico City 
southward 
to 
the 
S t r a i t 
of 
Magellan. 
German Migration 
Actually, South America had be­ 
come a staging ground for Nazi 
spies being slipped into the Unit­ 
ed States. Information on Ameri­ 
can defense and industrial efforts 
was being funneled through South 
America 
to 
Germany. 
Clandes­ 
tine 
radio 
stations 
beamed 
on 
Hamburg, Cologne and Brussels 
were pumping 
military, 
political 
and economic reports to the Na- 
■i»* spy headquarters. 
Long before Hitler’s star had 
begun to rise. Germans had mi­ 
grated to South America and set­ 
tled In the growing countries in 
colonies which., for the most part, 
clung to German customs, 
lan­ 
guage and culture. 
The Nazi movement took hold 
In these

Germans 
w-ore 
the 
uniforms 
of storm troopers 
and carried the Nazi flag on cer­

German youth movements, a Ger­ 
man labor front, a Gorman Work­ 
ers’ Party, and a German war 
veterans’ organization. 
FBI A gents Go South 
FBI Director limner discussed 
the problem early in May with 
Asst. Secretary

Berle. Gen. Sherman Miles, assist­ 
ant chief of staff of Army G-2, 
and Admiral Walter S. Anderson, 
director 
of 
Naval 
Intelligence. 
Out of these meetings came a pro­ 
posal for the organization of a 
Special Intelligence Service (SIS) 
to operate in the foreign field. 
FBI agents were soon drifting 
south. Most of them were men 
who had developed special skills

Innkeeper Helps 
In an Argentine city, a boylsh- 
looklng American arrived to work 
as a reporter. 
He Joined local 
clubs and soon he was sending 
articles to the United States and 
receiving f a v o r a b l e comment 
from 
publications 
interested in 
Latin American affairs. This par­ 
ticular 
young 
reporter 
was 
an 
FBI agent whom we shall call 
George Stevens. A favorite hang­ 
out of his was a small hotel op­ 
erated by a man whose parents 
still lived in a country overrun 
by the Nazis. 
Somehow' the innkeeper seemed 
to absorb all the talk that passed 
across his tables in the course of 
a day. Stevens decided to try to 
enlist his help. 
Over a cup of coffee, Stevens 
said, “I would like to do a series 
of stories on the national groups 
in the city.

watched closely to see what the 
man’s reaction would be. 
The man looked at the young 
American for a full minute. Then 
he said quietly, “If I give you 
this information, will it reach the 
right people?”

But I always knew In 
advance when I w*as to be fol­ 
lowed — and that was always the 
day I worked hard at being a re­ 
porter. That was always the day 
I would call on the chief of de­ 
tectives, telling him I just hap­ 
pened to be passing by and would 
he have a cup of coffee with me. 
It must have driven the guy nuts 
—and 
the 
detectives who were 
trailing me, too. They never knew 
I was being tipped by the inn­ 
keeper, 
who had 
a 
well-placed 
friend at the police station. 
- “One day our people got word 
to me that two Germans suspect­ 
ed of espionage had driven by au­ 
tomobile into a neighboring coun­ 
try. I w'as supposed to find out 
who they were, where they had 
gone, whom they had seen, and if 
they were coming back. That's a 
pretty tough assignment when you 
don’t even know' the names of the 
men.
